The  fifth  reunion  of  the  descendants  of  John  Bean  of 
Exeter,  was  held  in  Boston,  Mass.,  September  5th,  1900, 
at  Commercial  and  Pilgrim  Halls,  694  Washington  Street, 
in  compliance  with  the  following  notice  which  was  sent 
to  every  member  of  the  Association  whose  P.  O.  address 
was  in  possession  of  the  Secretary,  in  July,  preceding:

Business  and  Social  Meeting. 

Memo. — The  notice  was  a  folder  prepared  by  the  Special  Committee  of 
Arrangements  of  which  Dr.  Newell  W.  Beane  was  chairman.  It  contained 
advertisements  and  other  items  of  temporary  interest. 

In  accordance  with  the  notice  a  goodly  number 
met  in  the  parlor  connected  with  the  hall,  the  evening 
before  and  spent  a  few  hours  ''after  the  manner"  of 
the  Beans  in  making  new  acquaintances  and  reviving 
old    ones,    and    in    social    intercourse. 
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The  next  morning  the  hall  was  opened  at  an  early 
hour  and  representatives  of  the  clan  were  continually 
arriving  and  the  pleasant  scenes  of  the  evening  before 
were  renewed. 

The  Reception  Committee  were  indefatigable  and 
successful  in  their  efforts  to  make  all  new  comers  feel  at 
home  from  the  moment  of  their  arrival.  There  were  few 
formal  introductions,  as  they  were  not  needed  ;  and  the 
time  was  spent  in  the  delightful  social  manner  for  which 
our  reunions  have  become  specially  noted.  Lines  of 
descent  and  relationship  never  before  known  were  dis- 
covered, and  grandfathers  and  grandmothers  were  in 
great  demand.  Many  facts  and  the  sources  whence 
other  facts  might  be  ascertained  were  discovered,  which 
it  had  been  previously  impossible  to  get.  The  time 
passed  so  rapidly  and  so  pleasantly  that  the  time  for  the 
formal  meeting  seemed  to  come  almost  too  soon. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Hon. 
Josiah  H.  Drummond,  at  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  ''Jesus, 
Lover  of  my  Soul "  was  sung  by  the  Association  under 
the  lead  of  Rev.  J.  Wesley  Bean,  of  Blackwater,  N.  H., 
with  Miss  Minnie  F.  Bean,  of  Blackwater,  pianist. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  S.  C.  Beane,  of 
Newburyport. 

Jacob  Bean,  Esq.,  of  Boston  (io8  Water  Street), 
the  President  of  the  Boston  Bean  Association,  made  the 
address  of  welcome. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Ge?itleme?i: — 

It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  on  this  occasion  in  behalf  of  the 
Boston  branch  of  the  original  John  Bean,  to  welcome  you  as  the 
Original,  or  National  Association  of  the  said  John  Bean  family  to 
the  city  of  Boston  and  the  festivities  of  this  occasion  ;  and,  I  there- 
fore give  you,  one  and  all,  hearty  and  cordial  welcome  to  our 
beautiful  city  and  the  enjoyments  awaiting  us  on  this  lovely  day. 
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and  I  may  venture  to  ask  to  be  excused  for  making  a  few  broken 
remarks,  being  probably  the  oldest  Bean  present  if  not  the  oldest 
person;  having  been  born  in  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire,  May  21st, 
1817,  I  am  now  in  my  84th  year  of  age.  I  find,  by  a  careful  research 
of  Judge  Drummond's  able  address,  delivered  at  Exeter,  New  Hamp- 
shire, at  the  reunion  of  the  Bean  family  in  1896,  that  I  am  a  direct 
descendant  of  the  original  John  Bean  who  came  from  Scotland  in 
1660  and  settled  in  Exeter,  N.  H.,  and  that  I  am  of  the  7th  genera- 
tion thereof,  my  grandfather,  Captain  Josiah  Bean  of  Sandwich, 
being  the  son  of  David  Bean  who  was  of  the  4th  generation  in  the 
direct  line  of  children  of  the  said  original  John  Bean ;  and  I  have 
lived  to  see  the  9th  generation,  my  grandfather  being  the  5th,  my 
father,  John  Bean,  being  the  6th,  I  being  the  7th,  my  daughter 
being  the  8th,  and  her  little  daughter  (nearly  five  years  old),  being 
the  9th. 

And  now,  the  history  of  this  said  John  Bean  and  his  numberless 
descendants  reminds  me  of  a  little  of  my  childhood  experience,   when 
I  was  asked  to  speak  a  few  words  on  the  stage.     They  are  as  fol- 
lows : — "  Tall  trees  from  little  acorns  grow ;  Large  streams  from  little 
fountains  flow."     And  the  history  of  John  Bean  is  applicable  to  the 
foregoing   quotation.       Little  did  John  Bean  think,  when  he  came 
across  the  water  in  1660,  that  his  descendants  would  form  so  impor- 
tant "s^  factor  \xi  ih^  population  of  this  broad  land.     They  have  gone 
out  of  their  native  homes  and  expanded  gradually  and  steadily  till 
every  state  in  the  Union  can  report  the  name  of  Bean  ;  and  their 
07iward  march  has  been  impeded  only  by  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  on  the   east,  the  Pacific  on  the  west,  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
on  the  south,  and  the  corn  and  wheat  fields  of  the  west  have  felt  the 
effect  of  the  husbandry  of  the  Beans.    The  dense  forests  of  Minnesota 
have  felt  the  effect  of  \h^  financial  ambition  of  the  Beans.     The  fruit 
orchards  and  gold  mines  of  California  have  felt  the  effect  of  their  love 
of  wealth.     Now,  having  made  these  broad  statements,  I  am  prepared 
to   furnish  ample    proof  by  personal  reference,  which    is   logically 
right.     Many  long  years  ago,    but  within  my  remembrance,  there 
was  one  Jacob  Bean — a  brother  to  my  father — who  bought  a  beauti- 
ful tract  of  land  in  the  northerly  part  of  Sandwich,   New  Hampshire. 
He  went  to  work  cutting  away  the  timber,  and  erected  a  comfortable 
set  of  buildings ;  and  there  he  lived  until  his  family  began  to  grow  up 
around  him  ;  and  he,  realizing  that  the  productions  of  2,  farm  in  New 
Hampshire  would  not  meet  his  financial  ambitiofi  in  behalf  of  his 
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boys,  sold  his  place  and  removed  to  Maine,  and  settled  down  in 
Stillwater ;  and  then  he  and  his  boys  went  into  the  express  business, 
running  from  there  to  Bangor,  and  they  continued  in  this  business 
until  the  two  sons,  Jacob  and  Charles,  grew  to  the  stature  of  manhood. 
Feeling  that  their  desire  for  wealth  could  not  be  gratified  in  their 
present  occupation,  they  complied  with  the  injunction  of  Horace 
Greeley,  "  Go  West,  young  man,"  and  the  two  sons,  together  with  a 
man  by  the  name  of  Roberts,  migrated  from  Stillwater  to  the  far 
west,  and  landed  in  the  dense  forests  of  Minnesota.  There  they 
bought  the  whole  of  a  county  very  heavily  timbered,  and  went  to 
work  cutting  away  the  timber,  erecting  saw-mills  and  converting  the 
timber  into  lumber  and  shipping  it  in  all  directions,  thereby  becom- 
ing very  wealthy,  said  to  be  millionaires.  Not  contented  with 
this,  the  two  brothers,  Jacob  and  Charles  Bean,  have  gone  down  in 
Southern  California  and  bought  valuable  property  at  Alhambra, 
erected  elegant  and  costly  residences,  where  they  reside  in  winter 
and  in  Minnesota  in  the  summer.  They  are  also  largely  engaged  in 
raising  fruit,  such  as  oranges,  peaches,  etc.,  as  a  pastime.  They 
named  the  place  in  Minnesota,  Stillwater,  in  honor  of  the  one  they 
left  behind,  and  I  am  told  it  is  now  a  large  place  of  much  business. 
So  much  for  Bean  ambition  and  push!  One  other  case  I  will  cite 
to  show  the  result  of  Bean  ambition.  About  twelve  years  ago  it  was 
announced  in  many  papers  in  different  parts  of  the  country  that  one 
Thos.  C.  Bean  had  died  suddenly  in  Benham,  Texas,  without  making 
a  will  or  ever  having  been  married ;  and,  he  being  very  eccentric, 
would  never  tell  anyone  where  he  went  from  or  who  his  relatives 
were,  and  hence  the  difficulty  in  finding  out  who  are  the  true  heirs  to 
the  ten  or  more  millions  of  real  estate  he  left,  and  the  Beans  have 
naturally  started  up  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States  to  show 
that  they  had  a  son  or  a  relative  by  the  name  of  Thos.  C.  Bean,  who 
had  gone  from  home  many  years  ago  and  never  been  heard  from, 
and  that  he  w^as  the  identical  Thos.  C.  Bean.  So  that  five  different 
families  in  various  parts  of  the  country  have  laid  claim  to  those 
millions;  and  their  cases  have  been  repeatedly  tried  in  the  Texas 
courts,  but  as  yet  are  not  decided,  and  are  still  in  litigation,  and  one 
Howard,  has  been  appointed  as  administrator. 

Now,  I  am  prepared  to  show  who  the  said  Thomas  C.  Bean  was 
and  where  he  went  from.  About  the  year  1750,  there  were  three 
brothers  who  migrated  from  Exeter,  NT.  H.,  to  Sandwich,  N.  H.,  and 
their   names   were   Josiah,  Moody,    and  James  Bean,      jfosiah  and 
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JatJics  settled  in  Sandwich,  and  Moody  in  Moultonboro,  adjoining, 
and  was  the  father  of  the  Hon.  Benning  M.  Bean,  member  of 
Congress  several  terms  from  that  district.  Josiah  was  my  grand- 
father, and  always  known  as  Captain  Josiah  Bean,  as  he  was  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  James  settled  on  what  was  called  "  Red  Hill," 
and  there  he  raised  up  a  family,  one  of  his  sons  being  named  Cola- 
more.  This  son  grew  up,  got  married,  and  went  over  to  the  north 
part  of  the  town  and  bought  a  place  at  Brown's  Mills ;  and  there  he 
raised  up  a  family,  among  them  were  three  sons — jfohn,  Oscar  and 
TJiomas  C.  John  and  Oscar  ^^x\X.  to  California  and  died.  Colamore 
lost  his  wife,  and  then  sold  his  place,  and  he  and  Thomas  C.  went 
from  Sandwich  south,  and  we  have  traced  them  to  Palmyra,  Mo., 
and  from  there  over  into  Texas,  where  they  settled  in  BenJiam,  and 
there  they  continued  to  live  till  the  father's  death  ;  and  Thomas  C. 
followed  his  occupation  of  surveying  land  and  died  suddenly  about 
71  or  72  years  of  age;  and  his  grandfather  James,  was  an  own 
brother  to  my  grandfather,  Capt.  Josiah  Bean,  and  Thomas  C,  a 
second  cousin  to  me ;  therefore  I  claim  that  I  am  a  true  heir  to  those 
millions. 

I  cite  the  foregoing  instances  simply  to  show  the  natural  ambition 
and pnsJi  of  the  Bean  family.  Their  number  is  composed  of  all 
occupations  and  avocations  but  one  (and  that  is  a  criminal,  of 
which  I  will  speak  later),  from  the  honored  clergy  down  to  the 
common  layman;  including  Doctors,  Lawyers,  Teachers,  Mechanics, 
Insurance  Agents,  etc.;  and  ''last  but  not  least,''  we  have  in  our 
Boston  Association  an  inventive  genius  whose  maiiy  valuable  pro- 
ductions from  his  fertile  brain  have  blessed  the  world  at  large;  the 
last  of  which  is  in  the  interest  of  the  travelling  community ;  and  can 
be  seen  at  his  place  of  business,  No.  35  Kingston  Street,  this  city. 

And  now,  I  turn  to  more  general  description  of  the  Bean  family. 
They  have  been  noted  for  ijidustry,  frugality,  liberality,  good  morals, 
strict  integrity,  and  religion  in  some  form  or  other ;  and,  another 
quality  they  possess  in  a  large  degree,  i.  e.  Love  aud  Patriotism, 
love  of  home,  wife,  children  and  relations,  and  all  that  is  pure  and 
good ;  and  they  are  ever  ready  to  discountenance  and  condemn  vice  and 
crime  in  any  form ;  and  wherever  dissensions  or  troubles  have  arisen 
in  our  country  calling  iox  patriotism  and  arms,  the  Beans  have  ever 
been  equal  to  the  occasion,  from  the  throwing  overboard  of  the  tea  in 
Boston  Harbor  in  the  seventeen  hundreds  down  to  the  blowing  up 
of  the  ^' Maine''  on  the  Spanish   Coast  of  Cuba  in   1898;  including 
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the  scene  of  Bunker  Hill,  the  March  to  Lexington^  in  1776,  and  the 
ever-to-be-remembered  siege  of  our  Civil  War  irom  i86i  to  1865. 
In  a//  such  trying  times  the  Beans  have  ever  been  prompt  and  ready, 
shoulder  to  shoulder  to  defend  their  Country  and  the  stars  and  stripes  ; 
and  wherever  they  have  been  located,  there  have  arisen  the  school- 
house  and  church  side  by  side.  Education,  good  morals  and  religion 
have  been  promulgated,  and  the  world  generally  benefited  thereby. 
And  one  thought  just  now  occurs  to  me,  which,  I  have  never  seen 
expressed,  but,  with  which,  I  presume  you  will  all  agree,  and  that  is 
this  viz : — This  country  has  never  been  taxed  to  pay  for  the  erec- 
tion of  jails  and  prisons  to  receive  criminals  by  the  name  of  Bean ! 


The  President  made  brief  remarks  congratulating  the 
Association  on  its  success  in  gathering  facts,  dates  and 
other  genealogical  material  by  which  some  one  in  the 
future  may  write  the  Bean  genealogy  and  history,  so  that 
it  may  be  found  by  future  generations  in  the  public 
libraries  and  in  the  possession  of  the  family.  He  said 
that  the  magnitude  of  this  work  could  hardly  be  appreci- 
ated. The  family  had  been  wonderfully  prolific,  and 
there  are  many  now  in  the  tenth  generation  and  some 
even  in  the  eleventh;  and  anyone  who  undertakes  to 
follow  them  will  be  forcibly  impressed  with  the  fact  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  that  the  study  of  genealogy 
teaches  it  very  effectively. 

Dr.  Azel  Ames,  of  Wakefield,  responded  to  the 
unexpected  call  of  the  President  in  a  most  interesting 
manner. 

Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  C.  Beane,  of  Newburyport,  also 
responded,  giving  many  interesting  incidents  in  the 
history  of  the  family,  especially  the  branch  of  "David  of 
the  Island."  He  said  it  was  very  appropriate  to  meet  in 
this  city ;  the  Bean  city  of  the  universe.  We  come  here 
that  we  may  know  Beans,  and  to  know  them  better 
and  better.       He  told  some  good  stories  of  the  Beans. 
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He  said  that  he  knew  of  only  one  man  by  the  name  of 
Bean,  who  had  brought  disgrace  by  changing  his  name, 
and  that  man  was  now  in  jail. 

John  A.  Bean,  of  Haverhill,  was  called  upon  and 
responded  pleasantly,  closing  by  saying:  "There  are 
fourteen  of  us  from  the  city  of  Haverhill,  here,  and  in 
behalf  of  our  company,  I  extend  to  the  Bean  Association 
an  invitation  to  hold  your  next  reunion  with  us  in 
Haverhill." 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  were  returned,  and  the 
matter  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Remarks  were  also  made  by  John  C.  Chase,  of  Derry, 
N.  H. ;  Prof.  Thomas  Fillebrown,  of  Boston  ;  Edward  D. 
Bean,  of  Boston,  and  Rev.  J.  Wesley  Bean,  of  Black- 
water,  N.  H. 

The  call  was  made  ''from  labor  to  refreshment." 
Dinner  was  served  in  a  hall  adjoining,  where  all  of  the 
company  sat  down  to  a  bountiful  dinner,  and  then 
returned  to  the  hall  for  the  afternoon. 

The  published '' Proceedings"  of  1896,  '97,  '98,  and 
'99  were  on  sale  in  the  hall.  Frequent  requests  were 
also  made  by  the  Secretary  for  all  to  register  their 
names,  and  to  give  P.  O.  address,  so  that  he  could  reach 
all  by  mail,  informing  each  of  future  meetings. 

Letters  of  regret  were  received  and  read. 

A  business  session  was  held  at  which  Cotton  W.  Bean, 
of  New  York  City,  Rufus  E.  Bean,  of  Franklin,  N.  H., 
John  A.  Bean,  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers. 

The  Nominating  Committee  made  report  as  follows, 
and  the  officers  nominated  were  unanimously  elected  :

And  now  to  all  a  kind  adieu, 
We  trust  that  each  one  will  be  true, 
To  all  who  in  their  paths  have  trod, 
Yourselves,  your  country,  and  your  God !

The  thanks  and  sympathy  of  the  Association  were 
extended  to  Mrs.  Alice  Bean  Lodge,  and  thanks  to  all 
who  have  favored  us  with  remarks,  and  especially  to  the 
committee  of  the  Boston  Association  who  have  labored 
so  assiduously  and  successfully  for  our  entertainment 
and  comfort. 

It  was  voted  to  hold  an  evening  session  and  accord- 
ingly a  recess  was  taken  until  seven  o'clock. 

The  Secretary  regrets  that  he  was  unavoidably  obliged 
to  be  absent :  but  he  is  informed  that  the  evening  was 
spent  in  a  very  pleasant  social  manner,  and  that  quite  a 
number  were  called  upon  for  remarks  and  responded  to 
the  great  pleasure  of  those  present.

BIOGRAPHICAL    NOTICES, 


The  following  biographical  notices  have  been 
received : 

1,  Fanny  Ellen  Bean,  daughter  and  only  surviving  member  of 
the  family  of  the  late  Dudley  Bean,  who  died  Feb.  28,  1898  (see 
Proceedings  of  1898,  p.  66),  and  granddaughter  of  "  Elder  Moses 
Bean,"  of  the  Island,  Candia,  died  suddenly,  Nov.  15,  1899,  at  the 
residence  of  her  aunt,  the  widow  of  Aaron  Hook  Bean,  at  the 
Albany,  Broadway  and  51st  street.  New  York  City,  at  the  age  of 
fifty-six  years.  Her  only  brother  had  died  unmarried  in  December, 
1896. 

Her  death  was  followed,  in  less  than  three  weeks,  by  that  of  the 
aunt,  Mrs.  Aaron  Hook  Bean,  who  died  Dec.  5,  1899,  at  the  age 
of  seventy-eight.  Her  maiden  name  was  Maria  Louise  Reiner,  born 
in  New  York  City.  She  left  two  daughters,  Cara  Louisa  Bean  and 
Annabel  Leavitt,  wife  of  Edward  Leavitt,  and  one  son,  Howard 
Dudley  Bean. 

2.  Howard  Dudley  Bean.  Within  less  than  a  year  after  the 
death  of  his  mother,  her  only  son  followed  her.  Howard  Dudley 
Bean,  son  of  Aaron  Hook  Bean  and  grandson  of  Elder  Moses  Bean 
of  Candia,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Nov.  24,  1857,  and  died  at 
Saranac  Lake  (where  he  had  gone  in  the  hope  of  regaining  his 
health),  July  26,  1900.  He  married  Louisa  Chapman  of  Hartford, 
Conn.,  and  his  funeral  was  at  the  house  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Charles 
R.  Chapman.  He  left  no  children.  In  announcing  his  death,  one 
of  the  city  papers  says  :  — 

"  Howard  Dudley  Bean,  who  died  on  Thursday  at  Saranac  Lake, 
N.  Y.,  was  of  the  old  and  distinguished  New  Hampshire  family  of 
that  name.  He  was  in  the  class  of  '80  of  Bowdoin  College.  He 
left  college  to  enter  Wall  Street  with  the  former  firm  of  Scott  & 
Leavitt.  Later  he  was  with  Fahnestock  &  Co.,  and,  becoming  a 
member  of  the  Stock  Exchange,  went  into  business  for  himself. 
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"  Mr.  Bean  a  few  years  ago  was  compelled  to  resign  his  seat  on 
account  of  the  state  of  his  health.  He  travelled  extensively  to 
regain  it,  but  was  unsuccessful. 

"  He  was  a  member  of  the  Union,  Calumet  and  Racquet  Clubs. 
He  enjoyed  the  respect  of  his  business  associates  for  his  honesty 
and  integrity,  and  on  account  of  his  social  qualities  was  a  general 
favorite.  He  married  Miss  Louisa  Chapman  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
who  survives  him." 

Of  the  families  of  these  two  distinguished  members  of  the  family, 
Moses  Dudley  and  Aaron  Hook  Bean,  the  only  survivors  are  Cara 
Louisa  and  Mrs.  Annabel  Leavitt  and  her  children. 

3.  Leonard  Orcutt  Bean  of  Portland,  Me.,  died  Oct.  10,  1895. 
He  was  born  at  Bean's  Corner,  Jay,  Me.,  Jan.  16,  1819  ;  was  grand- 
son of  Joshuas  of  Readfield,  and  son  of  Reuben^  of  Jay. 

He  was  a  merchant  tailor  in  Boston  many  years,  but  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life  he  was  in  the  real  estate  business  in  Portland. 

4.  Susan  Bean  Pease,  died  in  Creston,  la.,  March  14,  1900, 
was  born  in  Jay,  Me.,  May  26,  18 17,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  James 
and  Eunice  [Taylor]  Bean.  She  married  Asa  Pease  of  Wilton,  Me., 
August  31,  1839.     K^  ^i^^  i^  1876. 

Mrs.  Pease  was  the  mother  of  four  children,  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  all  born  in  Wilton.  Philena  N.,  who  married  Sylvester 
S.  Bean  of  Corning,  la.,  but  died  in  Wilton  ;  Orlando  A.,  who  now 
lives  in  Corning  ;  George  Farr,  who  died  early  in  life,  and  Jessie  S., 
now  residing  in  Creston,  with  whom  the  mother  lived  and  died. 

Mrs.  Pease  was  the  eighth  child  in  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  all 
of  whom  lived  to  grow  up  ;  all  married  and  have  children.  She  was 
a  lady  of  unusual  health  and  ability.  She  was  ever  ready  to  do  her 
part  in  caring  for  her  own  family,  and  in  the  families  around  her. 
In  her  home  there  was  always  enough  and  to  spare. 

In  1876,  afterthe  death  of  her  husband,  she  went  west  with  her 
children,  Orlando  and  Jessie,  with  whom  she  made  her  home  ever 
afterwards. 

In  her  old  age  she  often  spoke  of  her  old  home  in  Maine,  and 
repeated  to  her  grandchildren  and  those  around  her  the  scenes  of 
her  childhood,  with  the  description  of  their  home  when  her  father 
was  in  the  United  States  army  in  the  war  of  18 12.  She  leaves  two 
children  and  two  sisters  to  mourn  her  loss. 
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5.  John  Bean  Pulsifer.  The  Laco7iia  Democrat  of  Laconia, 
N.  H.  (August,  1898),  says:  —  "John  Bean  Pulsifer,  one  of  this 
city's  most  respected  citizens,  died  at  the  family  residence,  Baldwin 
St.,  at  7.30  o'clock,  Sunday  evening,  aged  73  years.  Mr.  Pulsifer 
was  a  native  of  Gilmanton,  N.  H. ;  he  had  two  brothers,  Nehemiah 
and  Charles.  Nehemiah,  82  years  of  age,  drove  up  to  visit  his  sick 
brother,  Sunday. 

"  Mr.  Pulsifer  was  a  pattern  maker  by  trade,  in  the  employ  of  The 
Crane  Mfg.  Co.,  for  a  long  time. 

"  He  was  a  prime  worker  for  the  success  of  the  Christian  religion, 
an  active  member  of  Trinity  M.  E.  church,  and  for  several  years  the 
leader  of  the  church  choir.  He  was  selectman  of  the  old  town  of 
Gilford. 

"  Mr.  Pulsifer  was  a  quiet  gentleman,  who  did  not  seek  public  life. 
He  was  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 

"  Pie  leaves  a  host  of  friends  who  will  mourn  the  loss  of  a  true, 
noble-hearted  man.  He  is  survived  by  a  wife,  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Ella  F.  Dana  and  Miss  Hattie  Pulsifer,  and  one  son,  Frank  B.,  and 
one  sister,  Mrs.  Stillman  Arnold." 

He  was  the  son  of  Joshua  Bean  Pulsifer^  (Mary  Bean,5  Joshua^) 
and  Sarah  Bean^  (John,5  Joshua^),  his  parents  having  been  cousins. 

6.  Hon.  Seth  Bean7  of  Adrian,  Mich.,  great-grandson  of  Sink- 
ler4  of  Salisbury,  born  in  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  Feb.  24,  1842,  died 
August  22,  1900. 

He  was  the  son  of  a  farmer,  and  worked  on  the  farm  until  he  was 
eighteen,  attending  school  during  the  winter.  He  then  took  a  two 
years'  course  in  (now)  Hillsdale  College,  teaching  a  part  of  the  time 
to  obtain  the  means  of  paying  his  expenses,  and  reading  law  a  little. 
He  entered  the  law  department  of  Michigan  University,  and  gradu- 
ated in  1864.  He  then  entered  a  law  office  as  a  student,  but  did 
business  outside  for  his  support. 

In  1865  he  opened  a  law  office  with  his  brother  at  Buchanan,  but 
in  1866  he  moved  to  Hudson,  Mich.,  where  he  remained  eight  years 
in  the  practice  of  his  profession;  elected  county  attorney  in  1874, 
he  removed  to  Adrian,  the  county  seat.  He  is  said  to  have  tried 
more  suits  in  Lenawee  County  than  any  other  man.  In  1890  he 
was  elected  mayor  of  Adrian,  but  declined  a  renomination  ;  later  he 
was  nominated  again,  much  against  his  wishes,  but  was  defeated,  his 
party  being  in  the  minority. 
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He  died  very  suddenly,  while  waiting  upon  his  family  at  the  sup- 
per table.  He  had  overworked ;  his  physician  had  warned  him 
that  he  must  cease  office  labor,  and  seek  out-of-door  exercise.  He 
had  a  farm  to  which  he  then  made  daily  excursions,  and  had  spent 
the  last  day  of  his  life  in  a  visit  to  it.  But  the  rest  from  the  labors 
of  his  profession  came  too  late.  He  died  in  the  presence  of  his 
wife,  son  and  daughter  —  his  whole  family. 

The  tribute  paid  to  his  memory  by  his  associates  at  the  bar  should 
be  placed  on  our  records,  not  only  to  honor  him,  but  as  a  lesson  to 
those  who  shall  come  after  him. 

"  In  memory  of  Seth  Bean,  of  the  Lenawee  County  Bar,  who  died 
at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Adrian,  Wednesday  evening,  August  22, 
A.  D.  1900. 

"It  having  pleased  the  Supreme  Ruler  to  remove  from  among  us 
our  friend  and  brother,  Seth  Bean,  we,  the  members  of  the  Lenawee 
County  bar,  individually  and  collectively,  desire  to  place  upon  the 
records  of  the  court  before  which  he  practiced  for  more  than  a  third 
of  a  century  our  high  appreciation  of  his  standing  as  a  lawyer,  as  a 
man,  as  a  citizen,  and  as  a  friend  and  brother. 

"  We  who  knew  him  best  as  lawyer,  knew  him  best  as  friend  and 
brother. 

"  He  exemplified  in  the  highest  degree  what  a  good  lawyer  is  — 
good,  not  alone  in  the  elements  and  characteristics  that  go  to  the 
mastery  of  the  law  itself  and  its  skilful  application  to  the  varying 
intricacies  of  individual  cases,  but  good  in  that  higher  sense  that 
first  and  above  all  sought  the  truth,  and  to  that  end  bent  all  his  ener- 
gies ;  good  in  that  he  endeared  himself  to  all  by  his  unvarying  cour- 
tesy and  kindness  in  and  out  of  court. 

"Aggressive  many  times  in  his  advocacy  of  what  he  believed  to  be 
the  truth,  and  the  crucial  point  in  a  given  case,  yet  he  never  forgot 
to  extend  to  his  adversary  courtesy  and  consideration,  and  so  won 
for  himself  the  respect  and  admiration  of  those  opposed  to  him  — 
and  if  in  his  zeal  he  spoke  stronger  than  was  his  wont,  he  did  not 
fail  to  win  you  back  by  the  logic  of  his  argument,  and  later,  by  the 
tender  but  earnest  grasp  of  the  hand.  He  was  not  only  a  good  law- 
yer, in  all  that  the  term  implies,  but  he  was  an  advocate  of  excep- 
tional ability.  Tactful,  resourceful,  candid,  and  with  an  earnestness 
that  carried  with  it  the  conviction  that  the  truth  was  on  his  side,  it  is 
not  difficult  to  account  for  his  success  in  jury  trials. 

"  Those  of  us  who  were  associated  with  him,  professionally,  in  the 
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trial  of  cases,  or  in  the  closer  relationship  of  partners,  can  testify  to 
his  high  integrity,  not  only  as  a  man,  but  as  to  his  unfaltering  pro- 
fessional integrity  and  sense  of  honor. 

"  Unless  he  could  see  the  light  of  truth  in  a  case  he  would  not  go 
ahead,  and  did  not  hesitate  to  so  inform  his  client  and  turn  him  away. 
He  could  not  temporize  with  an  untruth.     His  was  an  open  hand. 

"  He  never  failed  to  brand  and  denounce  dishonesty  and  corrupt 
practices  as  they  deserved. 

"  In  public  and  private  life  his  integrity  was  above  criticism  or 
suspicion. 

"He  was  scrupulously  conscientious  in  all  things. 

"  He  entertained  high  ideals  of  manhood  and  citizenship,  and  in  his 
life  personified  the  highest  type  of  those  ideals. 

"  He  was  a  pure  man  in  all  respects  —  pure  in  act,  pure  in  word, 
pure  in  thought.  As  a  citizen  he  was  public-spirited,  and  willing  at 
all  times  to  bear  the  burdens  and  assume  the  duties  that  attach  to 
good  citizenship. 

"  He  had  high  ideas  of  the  duties  of  those  in  official  stations,  and 
could  not  palliate  or  excuse  the  violation  of  those  duties  in  high  or 
low  places. 

"  With  him  office  was  a  public  trust  to  be  administered  with  the 
strictest  fidelity.  He  was  a  positive  force  for  good  at  all  times  and 
in  all  places,  and  has  left  the  impress  of  his  individuality  upon  the 
community  in  which  he  lived  for  so  many  years. 

"  By  reason  of  his  strong  personality  he  was  a  leader  among  men. 
He  was  a  leader  at  °the  bar  ;  not  by  aggressiveness,  not  by  impe- 
riousness,  for  he  had  none  of  that ;  not  by  his  own  will  and  choice, 
but  by  the  will  and  choice  of  his  fellows.  His  place  was  at  the 
head,  and  by  universal  assent  he  was  accorded  the  place. 

"  Kindly,  genial  and  gentle,  he  was  yet  strong,  fearless  and  assert- 
ive to  a  marked  degree. 

"  Charitable  and  considerate  to  the  weak  and  erring,  he  had  no 
excuses  for  the  wilful  wrongdoer.  No  man  lived  closer  to  his  con- 
victions of  duty. 

"His  creed  was  the  sermon  on  the  mount,  and  with  abiding  faith  in 
its  teachings  he  lived  and  died. 

"  He  was  the  friend  of  the  poor  and  the  counsellor  of  those  in 
trouble,  and  his  benefactions  in  deed  and  his  words  of  good  cheer 
have,  unheralded,  carried  happiness,  consolation  and  hope  to  many  a 
sorrowing  heart. 
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"  He  was  uniformly  kind  and  courteous  to  the  members  of  the  bar. 
to  the  old  and  young  alike.  To  his  seniors  he  looked  with  respect, 
veneration  and  affection  ;  to  those  just  starting  out  he  extended  a 
helping  hand,  and  guided  them  safely  over  the  shoals  and  quicksands 
of  inexperience. 

"  To  all  men  he  was  the  soul  of  honor.  Written  stipulations  as  to 
the  conduct  of  cases  were  seldom  made  with  him.  His  word  was 
his  bond,  and  no  draft  upon  it  ever  went  to  protest. 

"  To  us  who  have  travelled  the  road  with  him  during  these  many 
years  his  death  comes  as  a  personal  sorrow. 

"  But  if  to  us  as  a  personal  sorrow,  what  of  the  home  ? 

"We  cannot  invade  the  sanctity  of  that  home  other  than  to  give  to 
them  in  fullest  measure  our  most  heartfelt  sympathy. 

"Our  brother  has  passed  the  portals  of  the  great  beyond.  He  has 
left  to  us  that  priceless  heritage,  a  good  name,  and  the  memory  of 
the  life  he  lived  will  come  to  us  as  a  benediction  and  encompass  us 
about  until  we,  too,  shall  have  lifted  the  veil  and  passed  to  the  other 
shore." 

He  was  the  son  of  Moses  Bean^  and  grandson  of  Nathaniel,  who, 
tradition  says,  built  the  Sinkler  Bean  house  in  Salisbury,  and  served 
both  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  and  in  the  war  of  1812.  Moses 
was  born  in  Concord,  but  his  father  moved  with  his  family  to  Elba, 
N.  Y.,  and  died  there.  In  his  turn  Moses,  who  had  married  at  Elba, 
"  went  West,"  and  settled  in  Michigan,  and  his  son,  Ambrose  (only 
ten  years  older  than  Seth),  was  the  first  white  male  child  born  in  Jack- 
son County,  Mich.,  in  which  the  prosperous  city  of  Jackson  is  situ- 
ated. The  same  spirit  that  animated  the  original  John,^  carried  his 
descendants  in  this  line  into  the  forests  to  found  a  new  home,  and 
make  them  "blossom  like  the  rose." 

Seth  inherited  splendid  traits  of  character,  but  his  example,  as  a 
poor  boy,  laying  the  foundation  for  a  life  of  work  by  labor  on  the 
farm,  educating  himself,  rising  by  his  own  exertions  to  the  head  in 
his  profession,  and  commanding  the  respect  of  the  whole  community, 
should  wonderfully  encourage  all  who  are  thrown  upon  their  own 
resources  for  success.  But  beyond  and  more  than  all  this,  his 
example  as  a  model  lawyer,  as  an  upright  and  true  man,  and  as  a 
patriotic  and  unselfish  citizen,  is  worthy  of  the  most  exact  imitation.

While  the  identity  of  Lydia  Hoag  has  not  been  established,  so 
much  progress  has  been  made  that  a  successful  result  is  very  proba- 
ble. There  were  two  Lydias  of  the  right  age,  both  of  them  cousins  of 
Jonathan  Hoag,  who  was  the  husband  of  the  Comfort  Hoag  men- 
tioned on  pages  146  and  147,  ante.  We  are  under  obligation  to 
Charles  A.  Hoag,  Esq.,  of  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  the  genealogist  of  the 
Hoag  family  for  much  information. 


Since  the  foregoing  was  in  type  a  letter  has  been  received  from 
Mr.  Hoag  making  it  quite  certain  that  Lydia  was  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Sarah  [Goodwin]  Hoag,  born  March  13,  1720,  and  one 
of  nine  children.

The  preparation  of  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of 
John  Bean'f  (1660),  involves  so  much  time,  labor  and  expense,  that 
it  is  practically  impossible  for  one  man  to  accomplish  it. 

For  that  reason  it  has  been  deemed  best  to  prepare  as  complete  a 
genealogy  of  the  first  four  generations  as  practicable  and  then  leave 
those  interested  in  particular  lines  to  bring  down  their  own  line. 

To  illustrate  this,  one  line  from  the  fourth  generation  is  given. 
The  generations  are  numbered  from  John^  but  the  individuals  are 
numbered  from  the  ancestor  in  the  fourth  generation  to  whom  a 
double  number  is  given  embracing  his  own  number  from  John'  and 
his  number  as  the  first  in  the  given  line. 

As  this  was  compiled  six  years  ago,  although  the  changes  reported 
have  been  added,  there  have  doubtless  been  recent  changes  not 
noted  herein.
